country. Washington Torritory Joon- 
tcini about 30,000 people, all but 7,- 
000 boiag in the western half of the 
Torritory: 
The most populous and 


wealthy towns are found at intervals 
along each side of tho sound, the 
greater portion of their capital, and the 
great mijerity of their inhabitants be- 
ing interested in tho lumber trade. 


This trade, in Washington Territory, 


ha* assumed greater proportions, em- 
ployed more men and capital than any 
other state in the Union, except, per- 
haps, -Michigan and Maine. 
These 


two states havo for tho last twcnty-fiye 
years supplied America with pine for 
ship building and other purposes, but 
owing to the wholesale destruction of 
their forests, the supply ia being ex» 
hnu*ted, and the United state* will be 
compelled soon to look iu some other 
direction for its timber. Washington 
Territory will eventually nupply this 
lumber, for inexhaustible forests cover 
its surfaco and tho shores, of Puget 
Sound, which can be out, and with 
comparatively little hponse, loaded on 
vessels and shipped to all parts of tbe 
world. Such forests as these aro un- 
known in the East, the height and lit* 
of the tree* being extraordinary. .Fir 
is the most valuable of the woods, and 
is tho material beet adapted to ship 
building. Tree* of fir, spruce and pine 
riie to a height of two and throo ban. 
dred feet, forming molt perfect speci- 
mens of symmetry and strength. One 
riding through these forests oan not 
fail to bo impressed with the grandeur 
and magnificence of the tree* •• moet 
perfect products of Nature. Most of

Grand, because 
it comprehends a view of inowy moun- 
tains, groat forests, valleys, and a 
broad and beautiful sheet of water) 
gloomy, because the currents ot the 
streams flow under the shadows of tho 
grout trees of the wilderness; and pe- 
culiar, because it ii different from any 
body of water I havo ever soon. 


This sound, at no distant day, will 


become the harbor of tho West, will 
bo crowded with vessels of all nations, 
come to bear away tho timber, grain 
nnd minerals of Washington Torritory. 
It will bring population and wealth to 
its shores, because of its perfect adap- 
tation to commerce, its great depth, 
tho absolute protection it affords from 


them are without knot or soar, and 
when felled yield thousands of fact of 
timber.

value of there trees, and reoonuizirig 
the utility nnd beauty ot the groat ex- 
panse of water they border, settled on 
I'ugct Souni], built towns and saw- 
mills, aud at once oemmenond a great 
and prosperons business.

1'hie company constructed great law 
mill*, residence* for the employes, and 
built tho towns. Tug boats are attach- 
ed to the establishments, that draw 
great rafts of log* from different part* 
of the lound to tho mill. 


Hill* form tbe ihore lino of the 


sound, and aro densely wooded. The 
trees are out from the side* and sum- 
mits of these, and being barked, are 
rolled down into the river and made 
into raft*. Th*y are thus icoured 
without much difficulty and drawn to 
the mill* with but little expense. It 
oan be easily understood how this com- 
pany, representing a large amount of 
oapital and haying snob facilities for 
cutting and shipping great quantitie* 
of the finest timber in the world, have 
sucoeeded in developing their boiipaM 
into a pott trade, and bar* accrued to 
themselves enormous profit*.

particular company own, by right of 
purchase, 280,000 acres of timber on 
the sound ; but this remains nntonoh- 
ed, as they are cutting from land other 
than their own. They havo a *p«oula« 
tire eye for the future.

I have now the pleasure of intro» 
duoi»g;to you Postmaster General Key. 


Messrs. Key, Devens and Evart* 


made short speeohea, and Ihe party 
drove to Littleton, taking the train tor 
Plymouth. 
Short stops were made on 


the way to give the President an op- 
portunity to bow his acknowledgments 
to the people assembled. 


At Plymouth the President was ee-
